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RAYMOOT B, CAaJfTEY, aiews dirastoff o# radio 
station KBE^, MissloCp KansaSp •when ra-interviowad 
furnished the following Inforaaftion; 

He said that after his first interview be 
realized that there wa* some conflict between the dates 
fee alleged he bad been ©satacted by L£5 HARVEY OSWALD 
aad 4to® dat®» (SSfAU© wa® in Rassiao CARMOT aaid to ta® 
best of bi®' r^isoll'estioffl b® 5Bft^ s®t ©SWAiL® or 
individual of siailar naae aad dascriptioa tia*® 

in May of 1961 at Dalla«-<5arland Airport. 

CARNEY said that th»«® aeetings wer® recallsd 
to nind by him during the telecast concerning the 
assassination of the lat® Prsaident KENNEDY. He said 
he thought he recognized the nasie and photographs of 
OSWALD as possibly the pro=CASTRO individual who bad, 
while he was new director of station SBOXj Dallas, 
contacted toi® to det®r®in® d®tails ©f bis alleged 
'•Underground Air Force Recruitaent of Anti— Castro Cubans. 
CARNEY eophasized that bo could not positively identify 
tbe individual as ©S’BALD and tb® fact that OSWALD was in 
\ Russia froa Octobar, 1959, to Jun®, 1963, would certainly 

cause considerable doubt that the two individuals were 
identical. 



E® could giv® no specific description of OSWALD 
and pointed out that two and a half years have elapsed 
since tbe three a'Setings took place with this individual 
at hangar <P1 at Dallas— Garland Airport. CARNEY said 
that tb® aseotings wer® held in tb® ISOX nevscar and all 
took pla^c® witbia a period of seven or ala® days during 
May of 1961<, tb* offily @tb«r ©oatacts b® bad with tbia 
individual wer® t«l®pboa* ©All© ©v«r tb® a«xt two or tbr«« 
Bontb* during which ti»e tbie individuAl att«»pted to 
solicit names and information concerning individual'- who 
bad contacted him as a result of a news story on statxon 
KBOX. Tbi» story inclndS'd a discussion by an anti-CASTRO 
Cuban general rslatlva to activities and events in Cuba. 
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CARIfSY stated that in his capacity of news 
director of KBOX toe had put the story on the air upon 
promise of this Cuban general, name unrecalled, of 
getting the first shot at any newsworthy story from the 
anti-CASTRO Cuban forces, CARNKY said that be did not 
recall the name of this individual, where he cane from 
or where he went. He said be did recall, however, that 
this individual bad mentioned something about going to 
Houston, but was unaware as to whether he had gone to 
Houston or not. 

Concerning the individual he thought was identical 
with OSWALD, be could recall that be was violently pro- 
CASTRO and thought bo claimed to be a member of the 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee. During the meetings with 
this individual and subsequent telephone conversations 
no information concerning his adtual identity was obtained 
other than the name which was either LEB OSWALD or 
similar to it. He did not know when this individual 
arrived in Dallas, nor did be know where be came from 
or where be went. 

CARNEY said that be was sorry be seemed so 
positive in his Identification of OSWALD upon initial 
interview, but since ho was not then sure of the dates 
he had met this individual he thought perhaps he was 
identical with OSWALD. Upon suffioient roYlaction and 
more accurate pinpointing of the time ho felt that 
although a remote possibility exists that it was OSWALD, 
it was now bis considered Judgment that it probably was not, 

CARNEY said although it was bis practice to make 
notes on his steno pad on all interviews such as the 
foregoing, be was almost positive that be bad no notes 
relative to the meetings with this Individual in Dallas. 

He said he would make a thorough search of bis old papers 
and personal effects and if be located anything that
